The Four More Years of McKinley 


and Hanna Reign Began. 


Washington, March -J.—William Me- 


Kiniey of Ohio, at noon today, was in- 
ducted into the presidential office, be- 
ing the eightb in the illustrious line of 
presidents of the United States thus 
honored by the American people with 
a second consecutive term. Simulta- 
neously Theodore Roosevelt of New 
York became vice president of the 
United States. The ceremony tlxat 
marked this second assumption by 
President McKinley to the cares oi' 
state was most impressive and tull of 
suggestions o£ the development of the 
republic during Use past 'four years. 


Every presidential inauguration IK 


recent years has had its parade, al- 
ways creditable in size and variety, 
and usually having some distinctive- 
feature. 
That which followed Presi- 


dent McKinley today on his return 
from the Capitol to the White House 
and passed in review there before him 
was different from all its predecessors 
in the majestic predominance of the 
military feature. The civil contingent 
was quite up to the average in point 
of numbers, yet by actual count made 
by the marshals, the men in soldier 
uniforms outnumbered the civilians in 
line by more than three to one. 
Ia 


the serried ranks of blue were many 
soldiers -who had carried the country's 
flag far out into the world and had 
•waged a war which was all in the fu- 
ture when the last inaugural proces- 
sion marched along the avenue. 


With these younger veterans, and 


in the place of honor as the presi- 
dent's escort, marched another con-

tlngent made up entirely of soldiers 
of the civil war, all gray-haired and 
showing in gait and bent forms marks 
of the passage of years. At their 
head, to.quictteu their step, inarched 
tha rough rider hand, suggestive of 
the extraordin»ry: organization which 
marked "one' of 'the most '"inspiring th*t Jn their 


chapters in the history of the volun- 
teer armies o£ the United States. 


For the flrst time ia a quarter of a 


century the president rode from the 
"White House to the Capitol without a 
successor behind him in his carriage. 
Grant was the last of the presidents 
of the United States, up to this time, 
to occupy a similar position. 
Presi- 


dent McKinley had for his companions 
in his carriage members of the com- 
mittee specially chosen by congress 
to take charge of the inauguration, 
headed by Senator Mark Hanna. 


The nations of the \vorld, great and 


small, paid their tribute to the presi- 
dent in attendance at the eeremonieo 
at the Capitol and in reviewing the 
great parade, in addition to the splen- 
did diplomatic representation, there 
being present for the first time the 
head o[ government of our next door 
neighbor, the Dominion of Canada, in 
the person of Lord Minto, the imperial 
governor general. 


The American navy, which has so 


distinguished itself in the past foiu 
1 


years, v.'as represezited in the ceremo- 
nies more numerous!}' than ever be- 
fore. 
Kalf a dozen 
warships cotv 


tributed through their sailors and ma- 
rines one ot the most unique and en- 
joyable 
features of the ceremony, 


marching over 1.000 strong. Down on 
the water front lay moored the famous 
old flagship Hartford, inspiring stir- 
ring recullet:.icns of the fierce nav-,i 
combats o£ the civil war; while at tho 
navy yard floated the grim doubie- 
turreted monitor Puritan, symbolic oC 
later-day warfare. ,

Victoria, B. C.. March 4.—From Ko- 


rea news was received by the steamer 
Olj-mpia that 3,000 Boxers crossed 
from 
Manchuria and attacked and 


looted Incherg. 
A thousand Korean 


troops had been sent against them 
from Seoul and 500 from Plngyang. 
The Russians in the meanwhile have 
driven the Boxers south from Kirin 
and occupied several Korean villages. 
Much alarm was felt at the northern 
mines, and the American company at 
TVunsun has been supplied with Max- 
ims and small arms to resist any at-, 
tack. 


From Peking news was received of 


the murder of Mrs. Lindsberg and the 
mortal wounding of Lieutenant Den- 
ning of the Bombay cavalry by Lieu- 
tenant Lindsberg, a Danish officer. 
Mrs. 
Lindsberg, his wife, had ran 


away and gone to Pelting -with Den- 
ning. On finding them together Linds- 
berg killed his -wife immediately, mor- 
tally wounded Denning, and then com- 
mitted suicide.

The term "galvanized iron." is a mis- 


aomer, for tiie iron is not galvanised, 
but merely coated with galvanic zinc. 
It. is, nevertheless, a terra which is 
universally employed, and so -we aro 
obliged to us« it even though we know- 
it to be -R'rons, To galvanize iron, tho 
surface is first cleaned of all scale, 
rust, dirt, or oil; if oily, U is boiled 
in a solution of caustic soda, and the 
scale and rust removed Isv a bath of 
dilute hydrochloric acid, one part of 
acid to two or foisr of trater, accord- 
ing to the thickness of the iron. If 
necessary, the iron is scrubbed with a 
wire brush and sand. It is then dipped 
in a hat solution of half a pcuaS of 
sal ammoniac to a gallon, of -water, 
and dried quickly. After drying, it is 
immersed in a bath of melted zinc, on. 
the surface of which a little powdered 
sal ammoniac has been sprinkled to 
clear it. Judgment is required to 
know the length of time for 'the im- 
mersioa and the temperature of the 
melted zinc. Very small -work sho-uld 
be immersed but a very &w secoada.
